Schaumburg man 
killed when truck 
hits loaded wagon 


Ralph Vernon, 44 years old, em­ 
ployed by Edmund 
Sunderlage, 
Schaumburg farmer, was killed 
early Saturday evening w’hen his 
wagon 
loaded 
with 
corn, was 
struck in the rear by a semi-trailer 
truck owned by the Mercury Mo­ 
tor Freight Co. of St. Paul, Minn., 
and driven by Orville Anderson, 
36 years old, of Sauk City, Wis. 
The accident occurred on state 
route 72, just east of Barrington 
road intersection, and about 8 
miles east of Dundee in Cook 
county. 
Vernon was hurled from the 
wagon to the shoulder of the road 
and rolled part way down an em­ 
bankment. 
His skull was frac­ 
tured and he was dead before 
State Patrolmen George FL Jed- 
licka and Robert Fraase reached 
the scene. 
Truck Driver Cleared 
The body w a s removed to Daniel­ 
son & Wilmering funeral home in 
Barrington w’here an inquest was 
held Monday morning. 
The jury 
found death 
w a s accidental and 
Anderson who had been detained at 
Barrington pending the coronels 
investigation, was released from 
custody. 
Anderson was the only witness 
of the accident. He said he was 
driving west on route 72 and 
failed to see the farm W A g o n until 
he was within a few’ feet of it. 
Anderson maintains the wagon was 
unlighted. 
The heavy truck plowed into 
the rear of the wagon, smashing 
it to bits and show’ering the com 
all over the highway and shoulder 
of the road. Anderson did not lose 
control of the truck, however, 
bringing it to a stop about IOO feet 
west of the point of the impact. 
Horse Fatally Hurt 
One of the horses suffered a 
broken leg and had to be destroyed 
but the other one escaped with 
minor injuries. Elgin police w*ere 
notified of the accident and the 
state officers w’ere sent to the 
scene with an ambulance. A hasty 
examination revealed Vernon w a s 
dead, however, and the body was 
not moved until a deputy Cook 
county coroner arrived to investi­ 
gate. 
Vernon had worked and lived in 
this area for several years, being 
employed by William Greve, also 
of Schaumburg township, before 
going to work for Sunderlage a 
few* months ago. 
Following the inquest Vernon’s 
body was taken to Chicago for fu­ 
neral sendees and burial Tuesday 
afternoon. He is survived by one 
brother who resides in Chicago.

tion, having been established Feb­ 
ruary 8, 1917. The occasion will be 
celebrated 
Sunday 
by 
officers, 
stockholders and employees of the 
institution with a 25th anniversary 
dinner at the Tally Ho, Park Ridge. 
In addition to the members of the 
bank personnel, their wives and 
husbands, a number of outside 
guests will be in attendance, among 
w’hom are Harry A. Brinkman, 
vice president of the Harris Trust 
and Savings bank of Chicago and 
L. C. Sorenson, supervising exam­ 
iner of the northern district State 
of Illinois. 


Much of the history of the past 
25 years is written in the story 
and progress of this institution 
w hich its president, H. H. Franzen, 
along with other Itasca citizens 
founded on the eve of World War 
number one. 
First year deposits $98,000 
Beginning as a small country 
bank with deposits amounting to 
some 
$98,000 its first year, it 
weathered the storm and stress of 
post-war readjustment in the early 
*20’s, traveled the road of the gid­ 
dy prosperity era w’hich ended so 
fatefully in 1929, without losing 
its head, and stood with its doors 
wide open doing “business as us­ 
ual” during the banking collapse 
which ended in 1933. 
Despite many new restrictions 
which have since been established 
and despite ever increasing taxes 
and operating expenses, the bank 
j has kept alert to new’ opportunities 
I and emerges on its 25th annivers­ 
ary a modern banking institution 
with deposits amounting to more 
than three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 
Today it no longer serves the 
community of Itasca and its en­ 
virons only, but is the home bank 
for scores of people in Wood Dale. 
i Bensenville, Schiller Park, Frank­ 
lin Park and Elmwood Park. 
The present institution actually 
began as a private bank known as 
the Itasca Bank. The first meeting 
was held September 18, 1916, w’hen 
the leading citizens of the com­ 
munity got together at the old In­ 
ter Nos club. Capital stock amount­ 
ing to $25,000 W’as subscribed by 
21 shareholders, a board of seven [ 
managers 
named 
and 
officers [ 
elected. 
The board 
consisted of H. F. 
Lawrence, E. H. 
Deike, W. F. 
Wade, H. II. Wischstadt, O. C. 
Murrey, H. H. Franzen and W. F. 
Droegemueller. The first officers 
were H. F. Lawrence, president 
and Elmer Franzen, now* president 
of the Roselle State bantc, secre­ 
t a r y and treasurer. The bank open­ 
ed for business a few’ days later in 
the space now’ occupied by the Feil- 
itz Barber shop, at that day an old 
hotel building. 
Gets state charter 
Initial success of this modest 
banking venture led to the desire 
for a state charter and an appli­ 
cation w a s made to the state audi- 


I tor for a permit. The permit w a s 
granted and a charter to organize 


j a state bank was issued February 


I 8, 1917. 
This charter was the 


j “college degree” of the organiza­ 
tion and meant that Itasca now had 
a bank on a par with any other 
| operating under state law. But the 
bank didn’t go high hat on that 
; account, but began to give the com- 
i munity a sound banking service, 
an ideal that it has stuck to ever 
since. 
The 
institution 
now 
became 
known as the Itasca State bank. 
Chartered stockholders numbered 
26 and the first board of directors 
w’as the same as the old board of 
managers with the exception of W. 
F. Wade who retired and was suc­ 
ceeded by Dr. G. F. Schroeder. The 
first officers were H. F. Lawrence, 
president, 
and 
Elmer 
Franzen, 
cashier. 
In those early days the opera­ 
tion of the bank was a far cry from 
what it is today. Then the cashier 
did practically everything, accept­ 
ed deposits, cashed checks, kept 
the various records and even did 
the janitor work. 
In those days 
a young and ambitious bank cash­ 
ier didn’t depend so much on type­ 
writers and sundry types of auto­ 
matic calculating and record keep­ 
ing machinery to do the work. Des­ 
pite his many duties, the first cash­ 
ier often found extra time on his 
hands for some days went by with­ 
out a single deposit, but such days 
were few’. 
Erects new building 
Today the bank is housed in a 
modern two story structure which 
it built in 1926 at a cost of $45,000. 
The bank staff now consists of l l 
employees and because of the ex­ 
pansion of its business is increas­ 
ing its floor space to accommodate 
the needs of its customers. 
The progress of the 
bank has 
been due in a great measure to the 
co-operation between stockholders 
and officers managing the bank, 
and to the loyalty of the bank per­ 
sonnel to the policies and ideals of 
tho organization. Further, a card­ 
inal policy since the first day the 
bank opened has been to maintain 
a strong liquid position at all times, 
stronger always than the law pre­ 
scribes, so that the depositor will 
be protected both in good times and 
in bad. This policy has kept the 
bank strong and its depositors and 
the community solvent for 25 
years. These in the words of the 
president of the bank, are the key­ 
stone of w hatever success has been 
realised.

WHERE TO REGISTER 


Registration 
instructions 


To avoid unnecessary questions 
of registrars, the selective service 
board b.*s asked that tile following 
be published which answers almost 
all possible inquiries. 
Who must register? 
All male residents of the United 
States (both citizens and aliens), 
previously unregistered for Select­ 
ive Service, who have attained their 
20th birthday eta or before Decem­ 
ber 31, 1941 and who have not at­ 
tained their 45th birthday on or 
before February 16, 1942. 
Who are not required to register? 
Those in regular or reserve army 
services, and thosf* who are not 
citizens of the United States, and 
who have not declared their inten­ 
tion to become 
citizens of the 
United States. 


Where must I register? 
At one of the registration sta­ 
tions set up bv your own local 
board—that is, th* board in charge 
of your home address. 


What time of the day would be 
best for registering? 
The earlier the better. 
Do not 
out off registering until the last 
minute. It would be best to leave 
vour house earlv and register be­ 
fore you go to work. 


Will I be “docked” by my employ­ 
er if I take time off from work 
in order id register? 
That is a question that can be 
answered by your employer only. 
The President has urged all em- 
Dloyers and government agencies 
to give employees time off to reg­ 
ister. 
Must I register on February 16 if 
I am aw’ay from home? 
Yes, you must register on that 
date regardless of where yon are. 
Simply go to a convenient registra­ 
tion staiton and give vour home 
address in whatever city you re­ 
side. 
Your registration card will 
be forwarded to the local board in 
your home city. 


What shall I d-d about registering 
if I am on a transcontinental 
railroad train or .a transconti­ 
nental bus or February 16? 
You simply continue your jour­ 
ney and as soon as possible after 
vou leave the train or the bus, 
go to the nearest local board (re­ 
gardless of where you may be st 
the time) and register 
at 
that 
board office. 
Your registration 
card wfill be forwarded to your own 
home board. 
What if I am out of the country 
on February 16—When do I reg­ 
ister ? 
Just as soon as possible after 
vour return to United States terri­ 
tory. 
Suppose I am sick in a hospital 
on February 16, how will I be 
registered ? 
By a suecial registrar who will 
visit the hospital. If you are sick 
at home and cannot go to' the reg­ 
istration station or. February 16, 
send a relative or friend to your 
local board office to make special 
arrangements to have you regis­ 
tered at home on that day. 
Can I register ahead of February 
16? 
No, unless you are actually em­ 
ployed in defense production work, 
in which case you can register at 
vour own local board on Sunday, 
February 15 from IO a. rn. to 4 
p. rn. 


Do I get special notice to register 
on February 16? 


No, the President has issued a 
proclamation calling for registra­ 
tion of those men of certain a g e s , 
and that proclamation is deemed 
sufficient public notice to all con­ 
cerned. 
If I move to another city after 
February 16, 
must I register 
again in accordance 
with 
my 
new address? 
No', decidedly no! You must reg­ 
ister only once. 
Whenever you 
change your address, you must im­ 
mediately notify the local board 
w’hich has your registration card. 
You could move a dozen times, 
but you wfill still be under the jur­ 
isdiction of yotor original 
board

With defense industries calling 
for workers of all ages, Miss Mc­ 
Guire, manager of the Social Se­ 
curity Board office at 1603 Orring­ 
ton ave., Evanston, today issued 
a reminder to men and women who 
are receiving retirem ent benefits 
under the 
Social 
Security 
Act. 
“ Not that the Social Security Board 
would discourage retired workers 
from going back to work,” Miss 
j McGuire said, "but they must re- 


j member to notify the Social Secur- 
! itv Board when they do' so.” 
As 
I state • in the “award letter” they 
j received when their claims were 
I approved, she explained, they car- 
j not receive their retirement bene­ 
fits during any month in which they 
earn as much as $15 a month (that 
is, more than $14.9b) on a job that 
comes under the Social Se -urity 
Act 
This is a matlei of law, Miss 
McG uire points out, and there is 
I a penalty for disregarding it. The 
I penalty causes a loss of 2 monthly 
j payments f ir every one that should 
I not have been paid. 
i 
“The same requirement and the 
‘ same penalty apply to the wife or 
i children ^ of a retired worker who 
tare receiving payment benefits on 
j his account,” Miss McGuire added. 
“The\ are not entitled to receive 
benefit payments for any month 
during which the husband’s or f ith- 
er’s payments are stopped.” 
Nor are the wives or children 
entitled to receive 
their benefit 
payments if they themselves go' to 
work on a iob which comes under 
the Social Security Act and if it 
pays them more than 
$14.99 a 
month. This applies also to widows, 
orphans and dependent parents who 
are receiving monthly insurance 
payments uirV?r the Social Security 
Act. 
They must notify the Social 
Security Board ta* stop their bene­ 
fit payments while they are earning 
m ere than SI4.99 a month on a job 
that comes under the Social Secur­ 
ity Act. 
“W rite to the Board immediate­ 
ly,” Miss McGuire advises, “so that 
your checks for the months you are 
at work will not ho mailed. 
If a 
check doc^ come, however, 
don't 
< ash it. 
Return it at once to the 
United States Treasury in Wash­ 
ington with an explanation of the 
reason for its return.” 
There are still other occasions, 
Miss McGuire points out. when peo­ 
ple who are receiving 
monthly 
benefit payments should notify the 
Social Security Board. “Where a 
man and his wife are both getting 
benefits, 
they 
must 
notify 
th'' 
Board if they get a divorce; if 
one of them dies, the Survivor must 
give notice of the ’.oath. 
Some 
member of the family must notify 
I the Board when children who are 
I receiving benefits 
stop school, if 
they are 16 cr IT years of age, or 
I in ca^o thee m arry when they arc 
under 18.” Failure to give due no- 
jtice in any such cases will bring 
{the penalty, Miss McGuire explain­ 
ed

Tuberculosis 
case-finding

Some of the items that are de­ 
ductible from gross income to de­ 
termine net income are* listed in 
this article. Lack of space pre­ 
vents a full explanation rn the var­ 
ious deductions, lf in doubt on any 
item consult the nearest collector 
of internal revenue, deputy col­ 
lector or internal revenue agent. 
Typical business expenses of a 
mercantile e s t a b I i s hjn e n t are 
amounts paid for advertising, hire 
of clerks and other employees, rent, 
light, 
heat, 
water, 
stationery, 
stamps, telephone, property insur­ 
ance and delivery expenses. 
A professional man may deduct 
all necessary expenses, incurred in 
the pursuit of his profession.
